It 
seems that the murders were ordered by Stenger 
ana weft so heithms as to bring a blush of shame 
even to the hardened German soldiers, charged 
with the executions.

M o m a r * pitiful accounts have ever been giyen 
than those of how the poor wounded French pris* 
onera <rf wax begged for their lives. Because on­ 
ly repeated commands succeeded in forcing the 
rounder progs to do their work, shows in still an­ 
other lifht to what a low degree the German army 
had fatten. Since the people generally in Ger­ 
many, attach little or no blame to the cowardly 
command of Stenger. according to reports, he will

EjjEORMATION IN BATHING ADVOCATED; 
« O M A N POOL WATER THE THING 
. • AccO(ii:tiK to statements made by many prom 
iaeat citizens of the Twin Cities, including Physi­ 
cians, sufficient care ts not being exercised, at 
present, in the matter of public bathing places. It 
is pointed out how great danger attaches to the 
present practice of bathing in the Tennessee river 
at this point. Attention was drawn to the fact 
that the current of the river at the places where 
baths are now being taken, is sluggish and hence 
the water is unable to free itsself from accum­ 
ulated contaminations, found in the slow currents 
of all large rivers. * 
One prominent man, in speaking of neces- 
sai y impurity of the unfiltered water of the river, 
• i » that I lint Creek alone, brought in a great 
load of filth. He said that literally thousands of 
farm houses were drained by this stream, as it 
had its rise many miles to the South, and flowed 
thropj h a iaimlng section, in a zig-zag course to 
the Tennessee just above Albany and 
Decatur. 
He said that as this creek emptied into the 
1 ennessec on the same side that the cities are 
on, made It a certainty that unsanitary accumula­ 
tions were to be found along the bank. 
\Mm In tr e n c e to the suitability of the river 
vn|ter for bathing purposes a physician said: 
in a sanitary sense, I cannot indict any specific 
tactor which makes it dangerous to bathe in the 
Tennessee river; but I know that the water is 
filthy, and helifve it is very infectious to open 
wounds exactly In relation to what ft would be if 
it weie used by a surgeon to wash wounds, in­ 
stead of sterile water. And I think I have seen 
extremely had conditions result from bathing in 
the Tennessee river. House boats are moored all 
along the bank above file bathing places. 
Any 
one can imagine what this means in the slow 
~ rrent near the river bank ” 
When another physician's attention was called 


touch open wounds. 
Since a strong indictment stands against the 
“raw” waters of the river as a bathing “fluid,” 
the question naturally arises, what, if any thing, 
will the citizens of the two towns do about it? 
The problem as to sanitary bathing places has been 
encountered in many cities, especially 
in 
the 
Southern states. It has been met and solved sat­ 
isfactorily by some communities. In Fort Pierce, 
Florida, when it became necessary to do some­ 
thing definite in order to secure adequate bath­ 
ing facilities for all, a certain philanthropist made 
a donation, as a stArtdr for the sinking of artesian 
wells near the city, with the ultimate purpose of 
forming a suitable bathing pool of artesian water 
for all the people. With the aid of this initial do­ 
nation, private parties took hold of the enterprise, 
drilled a six inch artesian well, which furnished 
an abundance of absolutely pure water. A suit­ 
able pavillion was built around a stone or con­ 
crete tank and the project proved so popular that 
a profit of $5000 was made within one year. As 
among the ancients, public baths of the right kind 
contributed to the happiness, good health and 
morale of the people, just as certainly wfll suit­ 
able baths today accomplish the same result, for 
human nature and human needs are the same to­ 
day, yesterday and forever, as they were when 
the first families of mankind lived upon the earth.

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MONEY TO BE EASIER 
Officials of the Federal Reserve Board, ac­ 
cording to a Washington dispatch, are firm in the 
opinion that a boom to business will be hastened 
by the decision of reserve banks to reduce the re­ 
discount rate to 6 per cent. The board has ur­ 
gent demands from all sections for new funds. A 
great amount of domestic development work re­ 
quiring new capital is reported by Governor W. P. 
G. Harding. 
Governmental fiscal authorities, viewing the 
money market growing easier, have stressed the 
necessity of giving priority to American enter­ 
prises. “The Federal Reserve Board has scented 
danger in the tendency of some banking quarters 
to give heed to the demands of foreign enter­ 
prises,” says the dispatch. Evidently the West­ 
ern bankers, especially those of Chicago, who .re­ 
cently entered a vigorous demand for greater fi­ 
nancial favors to American enterprises before 
further aid shall be extended the Europeans, won 
their point with the fiscal authorities. Eastern 
bankers, deeply involved in foreign loans, are be­ 
lieved to be over partial to the Europeans.. 
But it is the optimism of the board members 
and others connected with the Federal banking 
system which should interest us most.—Mont­ 
gomery Advertiser.
